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‘HEN I confider the ImperfeGtions 
W of Humane Nature, I am apt to re- 
gard only the Actions of Men, with- 
out weighing too nicely the Motives 
of them; and think likewife, that we owe fome 
thare of Gratitude to all Inftruments of Good 
to Mankind, though they ac& by Chance, In- 
Ring, or Neceflity. For fome Years paft, we 
have heard very much of the Services done 
by a certain Great Man to his Country ; but 
the Mifchief was, that his Country never felt 
the leaft good Effeais from thofe Services. Our 
Troops have been Vitorious, while he was at 
the Head of them; and though it was fo con- 
trived, that every Victory, was a Gradation to 
our Ruin, yet the whole Kingdom, without 
confidering the Effects, was full of Gratitude, 
both in Words and Aéctions,to Him that was the 
Inftrument of leading us to Victory: Taking 
Towns, and winning Battles, had fomething 
in them fo pleafing to Englifhmen, that we were 
fo far from Examining into the Motives, as 
never to think of the Confequences; whofe 
Men and Money were Sacrificed ; for whom 
thofe Towns were Taken; or, who were to 
reap the Fruits of thofe Victories: But now 
that this truly Great Man hath, by a furpri- 
zing Piece of Conduct, really and for the first 
time contributed to his Country’s Welfare, we 
fee no Incenfe at all offer’d up to him; where- 
fore, fince his ungrateful Partizans are filent 
upon this occafion,.I fhall for once undertake 
his Panegyrick, and clearly fhew, that it is to 
this difcarded Soldier and Statefman, we are 
likely to be indebted for the greateft Bleflia 
of Her M—y’s Reign. It hath been obferve 
by Hiftorians, that the Leifure and Retirement 
of Great Men, have been often more beneficial 
to their Country, than their publick Actions: 
In like manner, this prodigious Hero, by with- 


drawing himfelf into a private Life, hath in 


one Year done more publick Good at Home, 
than in ten Campaigns Abroad: And it can 
never fufficiently be admired, that a Perfon 
who hardly ever purchafed a foot of Land in 
England, nor hath any Attachment of Intereft 
to his Country, except a few infignificant 
Grants, which are but a Drop in the Bucket 


when compared to his foreign Wealth; that 


he, who has been fo fuddenly cut off in the 
full Carrier of Power and Profit, and difap- 
pointed in the higheft Defigns that Mortals 
are capable of entertaining , whofe Anger was

expected’, like that of Achilles, to be an uni- 
verfal Misfortune; fhould end the Scene with 
Sacrificing all his Remains of Honour to the 
Publick Quiet 
- While I was Writiag this, and propofing 
to find Arguments for the Juftification of a 
Great Prince; I received a Letter from fome 
unknown Hand, who’has managed the Subject 
much better than I can. pretend to; which I 
fhall Tranfcribe juft as I received it.
